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PREFACE 


In  preparing  for  this  publication  each  headstone  was  viewed  and 
the  inscription  compared  with  inscriptions  recorded  in  the  booklet 
“Monumental  Inscriptions  in  the  Old  Burial  Ground  at  Rutland,  Mass” 
by  David  Philips.  Inscriptions  were  corrected,  added  or  rewritten  so 
that  this  publication  would  contain,  as  complete  and  correct  as  possi- 
ble, a record  of  all  the  headstones  in  the  Old  Burial  Ground.  It  is  not 
expected  that  in  it’s  preparation  all  mistakes  have  been  avoided,  but  it 
is  hoped  that  it  contains  as  few  as  could  be  expected  in  this  type  of  re- 
cording and  transcribing.  It  is  also  possible  that  some  inscriptions  in 
this  booklet  may  not  be  in  the  exact  form  or  manner  as  found  on  the 
headstone. 

The  primary  object  of  this  booklet  is  to  preserve  a record  of 
Rutland’s  early  settlers  final  resting  place,  so  that,  as  the  old  head- 
stones become  broken,  illegible  or  destroyed,  the  original  inscriptions 
will  still  be  on  record. 

Secondly,  it  is  hoped  that  through  this  publication  a stronger 
citizen  participation  in  preserving  and  keeping  in  repair  “The  Old 
Burial  Ground”  may  develop.  This  Old  Burial  Ground  should  be  a suit- 
able memorial  to  Rutland’s  early  settlers  and  their  families  and  not  an 
eyesore  and  disgrace. 

A word  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Historical  Society 
Cemetery  Study  Committee;  Linda  Barrett,  James  Duncanson,  Ed- 
ward Duane,  Charlotte  Hall,  Betty  Meagher,  and  T.  E.  Graham,  and  to 
those  who  assisted  in  checking  the  inscriptions  in  the  Old  Cemetery, 
also  to  the  photographers.

THE  OLD  BURIAL  GROUND 

The  Cemetery  was  laid  out  in  June  1717.  It  is  part  of  a ten  (10)  acre 
tract  reserved  for  the  meeting-house,  school  and  burial  ground.  The 
cemetery  area  itself  is  approximately  five  (5)  acres,  about  two -thirds 
having  been  used  for  burial,  and  originally  surrounded  by  a stone  wall 
with  the  meeting  house  on  it’s  southerly  side. 

The  number  of  interments  is  unknown  as  most  of  the  records  of  the 
cemetery  were  either  never  kept  or  lost  when  fire  destroyed  the  meeting 
house.  It  is  presumed  that  there  are  many  graves  unmarked  but,  at 
present,  there  are  371  headstones  marking  known  graves  along  with 
two  memorial  stones  and  one-hundred  and  forty -one  footstones. 

The  Old  Burial  Ground,  with  the  exception  of  a scattered  few 
family  burial  plots  on  individual  farms  and  the  formation  of  West 
Rutland  and  Goose-Hill  Cemeteries  (both  community  burial  grounds), 
was  the  principal  cemetery  up  to  1842.  After  the  establishment  of  Rural 
Cemetery  in  1842  most  burials,  from  that  date  on,  were  in  Rural  rather 
than  the  Old  Burial  Ground. 
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Some  of  the  headstones  are  of  white  marble  and  a few  made  from 


field  stone  but  the  majority  are  of  either  blue,  grey  or  green  slate.  Many 
of  the  stones  have  epitaphs  and/or  symbols  of  the  period  denoting, 
death,  resurection  or  individuality,  etc.  Many  of  these  headstones  are 
products  of  the  early  stone  carvers,  some  identified  and  others  who’s 
carver  is  unknown. 

Known  among  the  burials  within  the  cemetery  are  2 (two)  Veterans 
of  the  French-Indian  War,  32  (thirty -two)  Veterans  of  the  Revolution, 
10  (ten)  members  of  the  Militia,  the  first  5 (five)  settled  Ministers  of  the 
Church  in  Rutland,  1 (one)  State  Senator,  7 (seven)  Representatives  in 
the  General  Court,  7 (seven)  Justices  of  the  Peace,  7 (seven)  Deacons  of 
the  Church,  2 (two)  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  1 (one) 
Justice  of  the  Court  Sessions,  2 (two)  members  of  the  General  Court 
prior  to  1755,  5 (five)  Medical  Doctors  and  others  who  served  the 
Townsfolks  in  various  positions  either  political  or  social.  There  are 
possibly  others  in  the  above  categories  buried  within  the  cemetery  but 
records  or  marked  graves  to  substantiate  their  names  have  not  been 
found. 

The  toll  of  the  ravages  of  time,  vandalism  or  neglect  is  evident  but 
there  still  remains  records  of  the  struggles,  beliefs,  discouragements 
and  successes  of  the  early  settlers  of  Rutland  which  should  be  pre- 
served.

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SYMBOLISM 


Gravestone  symbolism  in  America  can  be  traced  back  to  about 
1630  and  continue  well  into  the  19th  century.  These  designs  were 
adopted  to  extend  a message  to  the  viewer  emphasizing  life,  death, 
religious  belief  and/or  biblical  teachings.  Through  symbols  the  grave- 
stone message  could  be  extended  to  the  uneducated  and  illiterate  as 
well  as  to  the  learned.  Social  and  religious  changes  during  this  period 
changed  the  design  used  but  the  basic  message  remained  the  same. 
Examples  of  these  symbols ; from  the  early  winged  skull  and  crossbones 
to  a simple  death-head,  or  from  a winged  soul  effigy  to  a portrait  soul 
effigy,  or,  finally,  to  the  beautiful  willow  and  urn  of  the  19th  century; 
will  be  found  within  this  cemetery. 

The  winged  skull  and  crossbones  found  on  Trustrum  Browning’s 
stone  and  the  skull  winged  soul  effigy  found  on  Simon  Davis’,  Marten 
Wright’s,  Nathan  Coder’s  stones,  as  well  as  others,  clearly  denotes,  in  a 
gruesom  manner,  the  certainty  of  death  and  the  resurrection  of  the  soul. 
These  were  common  symbols  used  in  the  17th  and  early  18th  century. 
The  simple  soul  effigy  found  of  Agnes  Crawford’s  stone;  the  simple 
winged  soul  effigy  found  on  Samuel  Cowdin’s  stone;  the  winged  soul 
effigy  found  on  James  Cunningham’s  stone  (a  cheerful  cherub  replacing 
the  skull);  or  the  portrait  winged  soul  effigy  found  on  Robert  Murray’s 
and  John  Murray’s  or  Simeon  Stone’s  headstones  are  all  examples  of 
the  design  changed  during  the  18th  century.  The  designs  are  still 
symbolic  of  the  soul  and  it’s  resurrection  after  death. 

As  Puritanism  and  Religious  Symbolism  disappeared,  moreso 
after  1775,  the  soul  effigy  was  replaced  by  a portrait  effigy,  symbolic  to 
the  individual’s  station  in  life.  Lt.  Samuel  Browning’s  portrait  effigy  in 
his  military  tunic;  Rev.  Joseph  Buckminster’s  portrait  effigy  in  his 
ministerial  garb;  Elizabeth  Reed  and  Tabatha  Phelps’  portrait  effigy  of 
a woman  or  housewife  are  all  good  examples  of  design  changes  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  18th  century  and  each  symbolic  to  an  individual’s 
station  in  life. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  19th  century,  about  1815,  the  Willow  and 
Urn  became  the  popular  gravestone  design  replacing  all  previous 
designs  and  symbolic  references.  The  willow  suggests  the  mourning  for 
the  departed  by  friends  and  family  left  behind.  The  urn  suggests  it 
contains  the  remains  of  the  departed.  Another  symbolically,  the  willow 
suggests  everlasting  life.  The  urn  suggests  it  contains  the  remains  of 
the  departed  and  in  death  locks  up  the  secrets  of  the  future  as  well  as 
the  past.  The  willow  and  urn  found  of  Albert  Read’s  stone  and  Nancy 
Summer’s  stone  are  just  two  of  many  examples  of  this  design.  The 
willow  and  urn  was  used  until  about  1860  after  which  symbolism  all  but 
disappeared.  During  this  period  many  beautiful  and  more  elaborate 
stones  were  carved.

MATERIAL  TYPES 

Four  types  of  material  were  commonly  used  from  1630  to  about 
1900  for  gravestones:  Field  Stone,  Slate,  Sandstone  and  White  Marble. 

Fieldstone  was  the  first  type  of  material  used  for  gravestones.  It 
was  very  hard  material  and  difficult  to  shape  or  letter.  As  the  farmer 
cleared  the  land  and  by  chance  found  a stone  suitable  for  a gravestone 
he  would  lay  it  aside.  This  stone  would  be  saved  for  his  own  gravestone 
or  a gravemarker  for  a family  member,  neighbor  or  friend. 

Some  of  these  gravestones  were  carved  by  a stone  carver  but  in 
most  cases  they  were  shaped  and  engraved  by  a family  member  of 
friend  of  the  deceased.  Many  of  these  were  crudely  carved,  had  a little 
or  no  shape  or  form,  were  poorly  planned,  incorrectly  spelled,  and  were 
very  simple.  Many  stones  were  unmarked  and  others  just  had  the  name 
and  the  date  of  death  of  the  deceased  on  it. 

The  primary  use  of  the  Field  Stone  Gravestone  was  to  make 
certain  the  grave  was  marked  so  it  would  not  become  lost  or  forgotten. 
The  shape,  lettering,  poor  spelling,  etc.  was  immaterial  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased.  The  occasional  use  of  field  stone  for  grave  markers  will  be 
found  up  through  the  18th  century. 

Seven  field  stone  headstones  are  found  in  this  cemetery  but,  again, 
due  to  the  difficulty  of  being  able  to  carve  deeply  in  the  material,  they 
cannot  be  easily  deciphered.  The  weather  and  time  has  all  but  obliter- 
ated the  lettering. 

The  double  field  stone  found  on  William  and  Mary  Smith’s  grave 
suggests  that  it  was  a suitable  stone  found  on  their  farm,  shaped, 
lettered  and  used  for  their  gravestone. 

The  field  stones  marking  Jeremiah  Man’s  grave  and  William 
Martin  Jr’s  grave  were  common  field  stone  and  suggests  they  were 
carved  by  either  a friend  or  a family  member  and  placed  so  the  grave 
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would  not  go  unmarked.  Both  stones  are  without  shape,  crudely 
planned,  with  poor  spelling  and  certainly  not  carved  by  a stone  carver. 
Here  again  the  primary  purpose  of  the  field  stone  headstone,  the 
marking  of  a grave,  has  been  met. 

The  remaining  four  field  stone  grave  markers,  Micah  Moore’s, 
Thomas  Read’s,  Aaron  Rice’s  and  Steven  Stone’s  markers,  would  fall  in 
one  or  both  of  the  preceeding  categories.

Slate  was  found  to  be  softer  and  easier  to  shape  and  engrave.lt  was 
in  abundant  supply  around  Boston  and  was  introduced  as  gravestone 
material  about  1660  and  commonly  used  from  that  time  to  well  into  the 
19th  century.  During  this  period  many  elaborate  and  beautiful  stones 
were  carved.  Many  of  these  stones,  because  of  the  use  of  a good  grade  of 
slate,  are  in  near  perfect  condition  today,  resisting  the  ravages  of  time 
and  weather  for  over  200  years. 

There  are  322  slate  headstones,  in  various  state  of  condition,  in  this 
cemetery.  The  headstones  of  Hannah  Brown,  Peter  Davis,  Nathaniel 
Hazen  White,  Bulah  Walker,  and  David  Rice  are  but  a few  of  many  of 
the  slate  stones  with  elaborate  and  beautiful  engragings,  deep  lettering, 
the  use  of  good  material  and  perfection  of  the  stone  carver. 

James  Browning’s  headstone  is  made  from  a blue  slate  found  in 
Harvard,  Mass,  and  not  commonly  used  in  this  area.  This  material 
made  a beautiful  and  long  lasting  headstone. 

William  Young,  the  local  stonecarver  from  Tatnuck  Square,  and 
the  Soule  Family,  itinerant  carvers  from  Plympton,  used  a poor  slate 
material  called  schist.  This  material  was  found  in  abundance  in  Worces- 
ter and,  because  of  this  was  used  locally  during  the  18th  century.  Many 
stones  carved  by  these  carvers  can  be  found  in  the  cemetery.  Due  to  the 
use  of  this  poor  material  many  beautifully  carved  headstones  are  now  in 
irreparable  condition. 
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Schist  chips  and  scales  very  easily  and  does  not  stand  exposure  to 
climatic  changes.  Cracking  and  separating,  the  stone  starts  to  deteri- 
orate over  the  years  and  in  most  cases  becomes  impossible  to  read. 

The  gravestones  of  Elizabeth  Buckminster,  Aaron  Crawford,  Pat- 
rick Gregory,  Lucy  Stone,  Susanna  Stone,  Samuel  Cowdin,  Agnes 
Crawford,  Samuel  Crawford  and  James  Smith  are  but  a few  of  the 
stones  found  in  this  cemetery  that  are  made  from  Schist. 

A green  slate  found  in  the  Sterling,  Mass,  area  and  widely  used  by 
Samuel  Kimball,  a 19th  century  local  stone  carver,  was  another  type  of 
slate  used  in  the  19th  century.  This  green  slate  was  a good  material  for 
gravestones  and  some  of  the  stones  carved  by  Samuel  Kimball  during 
the  early  19th  century  are  in  near  perfect  condition  today.  The  head- 
stones of  Jonas  How,  Nabby  Browning,  Sarah  Browning  and  Joshua 
Goodele  are  a few  examples  of  the  use  of  green  slate  by  Samuel  Kimball 
and  found  in  this  cemetery.

White  marble  was  discovered  in  Vermont  about  1835.  It  being  a 
softer  material,  is  easier  to  shape  and  engrave,  soon  replaced  the 
sturdier  and  harder  slate  for  gravestone  material.  It  was  used  exten- 
sively, in  New  England,  from  the  middle  of  the  19th  century  up  to  the 
20th  century.  Granite  replaced  white  marble  about  1900  as  the  common 
material  used  for  gravestones  but  white  marble  is  still  in  use  today  in 
many  instances. 

From  white  marble  came  headstones  with  raised  motifs,  raised 
lettering,  statues,  figurines,  and  other  images.  The  headstone  of  Capt. 
John  Stone  is  typical  of  this  type. 
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The  demand  for  gravestones  increased  during  the  19th  century  and 
the  stonecarving  occupation  became  commercialized.  In  doing  so  it  may 
be  said  that  the  white  marble  gravestones  were  the  first  type  used 
commercially.  Plain  with  simple  lettering,  litde  or  no  symbols,  square 
shape  and  all  about  the  same  height  and  thickness,  this  type  of  stone 
became  very  common  during  the  latter  19th  century. 

There  are  39  white  marble  stones  in  this  cemetery.  It  is  a simple, 
commercial  type,  without  symbol  or  decoration,  a plain  and  deeply 
carved  stone.  It  has  been  discovered  that  when  white  marble  is  exposed 
to  the  elements  of  the  weather  it  soon  starts  to  deteriorate  and  over  the 
years  the  raised  lettering,  or  the  face  of  the  stone,  or  the  motif  will  soon 
disappear  and  the  lettering  becomes  illegible. 

Granite  became  the  common  material  for  gravestones  in  the  20th 
century  and  still  is  the  most  common  type  used  today.  It’s  durability  as 
compared  to  slate,  sandstone  and  white  marble  is  remarkable.  There  are 
only  two  stones  in  this  cemetery  of  grey  granite.  Those  are  the  two 
memorial  stones  placed  in  the  cemetery  in  1976. 

THE  STONE  CARVER 

Many  of  the  stones  within  this  cemetery  were  carved  by  unknown 
stone-carvers  but  the  works  of  three  stone-carvers  of  the  18th  century 
can  be  identified:  William  Young  of  Worcester,  known  as  the  thistle 
carver  of  Tatnuck,  Ebenezer  and  Coomer  Soule,  itinerants  from  Plymp- 
ton.  Mass,  and  Jonathan  and  Moses  Worcester  of  Harvard,  Mass. 

WILLIAM  YOUNG 

Born  in  Ireland  and  came  to  this  country  at  the  age  of  seven  and 
settled  in  Worcester  with  his  family.  William’s  father  purchased  a piece 
of  land  and  built  a home  on  it,  although  enlarged  when  William 
acquired  a family  of  his  own,  it  still  stands  today  on  Mill  Street  in 
Worcester. 

William  was  a farmer.  Town  Surveyor,  a maker  of  early  plans  and 
maps  of  Worcester,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  Moderator  for  many  years 
at  Town  Meetings  as  well  as  being  a carver  of  gravestones. 

It  is  believed  that  he  never  received  any  training  or  never  was  an 
apprentice  to  a stone  carver.  The  symbols  he  used  to  decorate  his  stones 
were  inspired  from  people  and  the  flowers  and  the  birds  from  the 
Tatnuck  area  where  he  lived.  One  of  his  characteristics  was  the  use  of 
the  thistle  and  from  this  he  became  known  as  the  Thistle  Carver  of 
Tatnuck.  His  soul  effigys  suggest,  in  their  face,  the  Irish  type,  his 
neighbors.  The  birds  he  carved  on  Agnes  Crawford’s  stone  may  be  the 
honey  birds  he  heard  about  in  fairy  tales  as  a youngster  or  possibly  the 
doves  he  saw  in  is  own  backyard. 
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He  started  carving  about  1740  and  his  last  stone  was  done  in  1791. 
He  used  poor  material,  a schist,  possibly,  from  a local  Worcester 
quarry.  Due  to  the  use  of  this  schist  many  of  his  stones  are  in  poor 
condition  today.  His  earliest  stones  had  a simple  death  head  or  soul 
effigy,  in  most  cases  without  wings,  and  with  a simple  scroll  border. 
The  men  having  a wig  and  the  women  having  a close  fitting  Puritan 
bonnet.

About  1766  he  started  to  use  the  thistle,  tulip  and  other  flowers  to 
adorn  his  stones. 

He  lived  most  of  his  life  in  Worcester,  where  he  died  in  1795  and  is 
buried  in  the  Old  Burial  Ground  on  the  Worcester  common.  His  grave, 
much  to  our  surprise,  was  never  marked  with  a stone. 

He  was  the  only  resident  18th  century  gravestone  carver  in  and 
around  Worcester  and  his  works  will  only  be  found  locally. 

Agnes  Crawford’s  stone,  with  birds  on  the  shoulder  of  the  soul 
effigy,  is  one  of  his  most  popular  and  well  know  stones.  This  stone  was 
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photographed  and  written  about  in  books  such  as  “American  Heritage” 
August  1970;  “Early  American  Gravestone  Art  in  Photographs”  by 
Francis  Duval  & Ivan  Rigby;  and  others. 

Samuel  Cowdin’s  stone  is  one  of  William  Young’s  few  stones  that 
he  carved  with  a winged  soul  effigy  as  most  of  his  stones  were  carved 
with  just  a plain  soul  effigy. 

Some  of  the  other  stones  carved  by  William  Young  and  found  in 
the  cemetery  are  the  gravestones  of  James  Smith,  Mathew  Slarrow, 
Mary  Slarrow,  Silas  Church,  Samuel  Crawford,  John  Mclntier,  Eliza- 
beth Phelps  and  Mary  Savage.  These  are  some  listed  at  random  but 
others  will  also  be  found  in  this  cemetery. 


THE  SOULE  FAMILY 

The  Soule  family  were  stone  carvers  living  in  Plympton,  Massa- 
chusetts. Ebenezer,  son  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah  Soule,  was  born  in 
Plympton  in  1710.  He  married  Susanna  Cooner.  He  died  in  1792  in 
Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  is  buried.  His  sons,  Beza,  Ebene- 
zer and  Cooner  were  also  stone  carvers  and  this  work  was  also  carried 
on  by  younger  members  of  the  family.  Coomer  Soule  died  in  1777  at 
Barre,  Mass,  and  is  buried  there  along  side  his  wife  Susanna.  The  Soule 
carvers  worked  well  into  the  19th  century.  Their  works  can  be  found 
throughout  Massachusetts,  Northern  Connecticut,  around  Hinsdale, 
New  Hampshire  and  Brattleboro  and  Bennington,  Vermont.  They  were 
a family  of  itinerant  carvers  and  it  is  believed  that  both  Ebenezer,  the 
father,  and  Coomer  were  in  this  area  for  a time  and  many  of  their  stones 
will  be  found  in  Rutland,  Oxford  and  Barre.  It  is  impossible  to 
distinguish  each  stone  and  its  carver  as  they  all  have  the  standard 
Soule  family  characteristics. 

They  used  a poor  grade  of  slate  called  schist  and  due  to  the  use  of 
this  material  many  of  their  stones  are  in  poor  condition  today.  The 
embroidered  hair  style  of  the  soul  effigy  as  found  of  the  headstones  of 
Rebecca  Davis,  Phinehas  Davis,  Samuel  Stone,  Sarah  Clap  and  others 
in  this  cemetery  is  another  characteristic  of  the  Soule  family.  The  Soule 
Family  also  used  a Medusa  Hair  style  of  some  of  the  soul  effigy s as 
found  on  Ame  Fletcher’s  stone  and  on  the  headstones  of  Susanna  and 
Hannah  Stone.  The  borders  of  their  stones,  in  many  instances,  would 
have  three  story  flowers  topped  with  a thistle. 

The  Soules  worked  in  Worcester  County  approximately  between 
1760  and  1780.  A few  of  the  other  stones  carved  by  the  Soule  family  and 
found  in  this  cemetery  are  the  headstones  of  Jonas  Duncan,  Samuel 
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Estabrook,  Silas  Estabrook,  Mary  Fletcher,  Rev.  Thomas  Frink,  Eliza- 
beth Heald,  Daniel  King,  Benjamin  Miles,  Mary  Reed,  Abigail  Stone, 
and  possibly  some  others.

THE  WORCESTER  FAMILY 


Jonathan  and  Moses  Worcester,  father  and  son,  were  skilled  stone 
carvers  from  Harvard,  Mass.  Jonathan  carved  gravestones  from  about 
1725  until  his  death  in  1754  and  his  son,  Moses,  carried  on  the  work 
until  about  1774.  Their  works  will  be  found  primarily  in  Middlesex 
County,  more  expecially  in  Harvard  and  Groton.  Some  of  their  stones 
can  be  found  as  far  west  in  Worcester  County  as  Rutland. 

They  used  a reddish  type  slate  possibly  from  a Harvard  Quarry. 
As  it  is  a durable  material,  not  subject  to  deterioration  from  the 
elements  of  the  weather,  many  of  their  stones  are  in  near  perfect 
condition  today. 

The  symbols  on  their  stones  are  raised,  cut  out  of  the  stone  and  the 
lettering  carved  into  the  stone.  The  geometric  symbols  used  are  a 
pattern  Jonathan  inherited  from  gravestone  makers  of  Essex  County. 
These  same  symbols  and  designs  have  been  traced  back  to  England  and 
then  to  Rome  where  the  same  geometric  symbols  were  used  over  2,000 
years  ago. 

Their  stones  are  rugged,  approximately  2 inches  thick,  with  round- 
ed tops.  The  sides  are  tapered  suggesting  the  shape  of  the  old  type 
coffin,  the  pine  box  used  at  that  time. 

The  outstanding  characteristic  of  the  Worcester  family’s  grave- 
stone carving  is  the  simple  death  head  whose  face  appears  to  suggest 
the  shape  of  an  old  fashion  key.  This  may  be  symbolic  too:  the  grave 
locks  up  the  secrets  of  the  past  and  unlocks  the  secrets  to  the  future. 
Skelton  Felton’s  headstone  is  an  outstanding  example  of  the  Worcester 
Family’s  headstone  carving. 
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Other  headstones  carved  by  the  Worcester  Family  and  found  in 
this  cemetery  are  the  grave  markers  for  Moses  How,  Eunice  How,  Mary 
Reed,  Susanna  Mead,  Benjamin  Reed  and  possibly  others.  One  of  the 
more  interesting  and  popular  stones  in  the  cemetery  is  Daniel  Campell’s 
headstone  which  was  carved  by  the  Worcester  family.

MOSES  AND  EUNICE  HOW 

They  were  originally  from  Sudbury  and  settled  in  Rutland,  from  Brook- 
field, about  1719.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  first  male  born  in 
Rutland  and  to  honor  this  distinction  the  family  was  given  100  acres  of 
land.  Samuel  How,  first  male  born  in  Rutland,  was  born  September  23, 
1719.  Moses  held  many  town  offices  and  was  an  officer  in  the  Militia. 
Moses  and  Eunice  had  ten  children.  Eunice  died  in  1741  and  Moses  was 
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remarried,  in  1742  to  Hannah  Heald.  They  had  one  child.  Moses  died  in 
1749.  Samuel,  the  first  born,  lived  in  Rutland  for  a few  years,  was 
married  and  had  seven  children.  He  entered  the  Military  service  in  1755 
and  again  in  1759,  serving  during  the  French-Indian  War.  He  later 
moved  to  Belchertown  where  he  died  and  is  buried.  He  died  in  1784.

Rev.  Joseph  Buckminster  was  the  second  settled  minister  to  serve 
the  church  in  Rutland.  He  served  the  church  for  fifty  years  as  its 
minister  and  also  served  during  the  Revolutionary  War  as  a member  of 
Cap’t  Stebbin’s  Company. 

Within  this  cemetery  are  buried  the  first  five  settled  ministers  to 
serve  Rutland.  It  is  also  believed  the  Rev.  Joseph  Willard,  the  first 
appointed  minister  to  served  but  who  was  killed  by  the  Indians  prior  to 
his  settlement,  is  possibly  buried  in  this  cemetery. 

Rev.  Thomas  Frink,  1st  settled  minister,  1727-1740

DANIEL  CAMPBELL  STONE 


This  stone  is  one  of  the  more  popular  and  interesting  stones  in  the 
cemetery.  The  above  picture  is  a photograph  of  the  rubbing  of  this 
stone  as  the  stone  itself  is  not  in  the  best  of  condition. 

The  story  is  told  that  Daniel  Campbell  was  a farmer  and  had  as  a 
hired  hand  Edward  Fitzpatrick.  During  a heated  argument  a fight 
ensued  thus  causing  the  death  of  Daniel  Campbell.  Edward  Fitzpartick 
was  later  arrested  and  brought  to  trial  for  the  murder  of  Daniel 
Campbell.  He  was  found  guilty  and  subsequently  hanged  for  the  crime. 
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It  is  recorded  historically  that  this  was  the  first  murder  of  a white 
man  by  a white  man  in  Worcester  County  and  that  the  hanging  of 
Edward  Fitzpatrick  for  murder  of  Daniel  Campbell  was  the  first 
hanging  of  a white  man  for  murder  in  Worcester  County.

JOHN  FESSEDEN 

He  was  a member  of  the  State  Senate,  the  only  one  prior  to  1800 
from  Rutland,  and  the  only  one  known  buried  within  this  cemetery.  He 
was  also  justice  of  the  peace,  a representative  in  The  General  Court  and 
on  the  committee  for  the  Commonwealth  to  sell  confiscated  lands.  He 
was  active  in  local  and  church  affairs  and  a Veteran  of  the  Revolution- 
ary War.
